Chicago (Æ) — Artificial joints to 
replace 
diseased 
thu mb, 
w r i s t , 
forearm, elbow and shou lder joints will 
be av ailable soon, a bone su rgeon said 
Tu esday . 
An artificial finger joint already is 
in u se and has been implanted in more 
than 3,000 hands by su rgeons in 211 
clinics arou nd the world. 
The principal dev eloper, Dr. Alfred 
B. Swanson, chairm an of the div ision 
of 
orthopedic 
su rgery 
at 
Blodgett 
Hospital, Grand Rapids, Mich., told 
a news conference the joint implants 
prov ide relief of pain and increased 
fu nction. 
Silicone Ru bber 
Made of silicone ru bber, these im­ 
plants are u sed mainly in persons 
crippled by rheu matoid or degenerativ e 
arthritis or who hav e been inju red in 
accidents. 
The su rgeon cau tioned that arthritis 
su fferers shou ld not bu ild u p false 
hopes. “ It is v ery sad for people to 
get the idea that ev ery thing is going 
10 be well now,” he said. 
He pointed ou t that joint implants 
are not y et generally av ailable, that 
not ev ery one is a su itable recipient 
and that competent su rgeons mu st im­ 
plant the joints. 
Thu mb, Wrist, Forearm 
Dr. Swanson said thu mb, wrist and 


forearm joints will be released this 
y ear 
to 
the 
clinics 
which 
a r e 
participating in continu ing stu dies of 
the dev ice. 
Elbow and shou lder joints, already 
dev eloped, are ex pected to be av ailable 
later. 
He said he also ex pects a big toe 
joint implant to be released within 
the nex t y ear. 
Dr. Swanson has an ex hibit showing 
the dev ices at the annu al meeting of 
the American Academy of Orthopedic 
Su rgeons. 
Su rgery 
In joint replacement su rgery , the dis­ 
eased joint is remov ed and Is replaced by 
the artificial dev ice which has ex 
tensions which are implanted in con 
necting bones. 
It has been fou nd that du ring healing 
a 
capsu le 
of 
healthy 
tissu e forms 
arou nd 
the 
implant 
and 
helps 
to 
strengthen the joint. 
Dr. Swanson said the silicone ru bber 
implant has the adv antage of being 
pliable and can be flex ed 90 million 
times withou t breaking. 
In a stu dy of 1,8 90 persons who hav e 
had these implants, Dr. Swanson said, 
fewer than one per cent hav e been 
fou nd to hav e complications, and these 
are mainly the resu lt of technical pro­ 
blems.

The White Hou se insisted the addi­ 
tional fu nds wou ld feed inflation, bu t 
21 Senate Repu blicans broke with the 
administration and v oted for the ap­ 
propriation. 
All 17 v otes against the measu re, 
actu ally a compromise already 
ap­ 
prov ed by the Hou se, were cast by 
Repu blicans. 
The remaining issu e: earm arking of 
the nearly $2 billion the bill prov ides 
'or the Office of Elconomic Opportu nity . 
The appropriation itself is not inv olv ­ 
ed. 
The Senate wrote Instru ctions as to 
how the fu nds are to be u sed: the 
Hou se left it to the OEO to allocate 
its own fu nds. 
Hou se-Senate negotiators nev er came 
to term s on the disagreement. That 
opened 
the 
way 
for 
Sen. 
Gay lord 
Nelson, 
D-Wis., to seek Senate in­ 
sistence on the earm arking prov ision. 
If he wins, that item alone wou ld 
be sent back to the Hou se. If he loses, 


the bill will be ready for the White 
Hou se. 
Appropriations Set 
Either way , the appropriations which 
drew White Hou se opposition hav e now 
been determined by Congress, and at 
the lev els which drew the v eto warn­ 
ing. 
Senate Democrats spent the debate 
drawing the issu e of home-front spen­ 
ding for their ex pected confrontation 
with the President. 
Sen. Mike Mansfield, the Democratic 
leader, said Congress will hav e to press 
the administration to “ strike a better 
balance” in allocation of federal fu nds 
between American needs at home and 
in 
the defense and 
foreign 
affairs 
field. 


“ It is u nfortu nate that the efforts 
made by the Congress to giv e fu rther 
emphasis to the health, edu cation and 
env ironmental needs of this nation — 
to 
start 
the 
shift 
of 
gov ernment 
resou rces to these v ital areas — are 
met with the threat of a v eto,” said 
Mansfield. 
Griffin Argu es Case 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, 
the Repu blican whip, argu ed the ad­ 
ministration case, calling the additional 
spending ex cessiv e, misdirected and 
inflationary .

Unlike many may ors, Yorty 
said he is satisfied with tho 
Nix on adm inistration’s efforts to 
help solv e u rban problems. 


“ Most may ors ask for colossal 
su ms of money ,” Yorty said. 
“ They ’re cry ing wolf. . , making 
ou t like the whole problem is 
money .” 
Nix on, he said, is “ doing the 
best he can within the limits of 
the federal bu dget.” 
Los Angeles, he su ggested, is 
more fortu nate than some of the 
nation’s larg est cities since “ we 
do not hav e the kind of slu ms 
like Harlem .” 
Many city problems can be 
resolv ed with more work, rather 
than more money , Yorty said. 
As an ex ample, he said, Los 
Angeles has attacked its smog 
problem with “ stringent controls 
on indu stry . We had a problem, 
and we went to work on it.” 
Now, Yorty said, 90% of the 
smog is cau sed by au tomobiles 
and the air pollu tion lev el in his 
city has dropped below that in 
New 
York. 
Chicago 
a n d 
Detroit. 
A u tomobile 
m anu factu rers 
wou ld be wise to “resolv e the 
(ex hau st pollu tion) problem on 


their own” before gov ernment 
steps in, Yorty said. 
“ Some of ou r smog people 
think the internal combu stion 
engine may be the answer,” he 
pointed ou t. “ And Bill Lear is 
conv inced he can bu ild a steam 
engine that will do the job. 


“ So the pressu re’s really on, 
and I really feel hopefu l. If the 
m a n u f a c t u r e r s don’t do 
something on their own, they 
cou ld get hu rt.” 


Yorty , 6 0, a Lincoln nativ e 
who has been may or of the na- 


tion’s third larg est c i t y since 
1961, said he m ay seek his 
party ’s gu bernatorial nomina­ 
tion this y ear. 
Repu blican Gov . R o n a l d 
Reagan is “ pretty mu ch of an 
am ateu r gov ernor,” Yorty said, 
particu larly in “ handling state 
finances.” California, he said, 
cou ld “ u se some professionalism 
in the State Capitol.” 
Assembly man Jesse Unru h is 
already 
in

Bu t he, 
Yorty said, has “no chance at 
all” to beat Reagan.

Nebraskans who’re m u ttering u nder 
their woolen mu fflers that “ there’s 
nev er been a winter like i f ' m ay not 
be far from wrong, according to Lin­ 
coln’s weatherman. 
According to the Weather Bu reau , 
the nnofficial av erage 
m a x i m u m 
tem peratu re for the Brst 19 day s of 
1970 was 19.1 degrees, com pared with 
a 30-y ear av erage m ax im u m of 33.3 
degrees for the month of Janu ary . 
The av erage minimu m tem peratu re 
for the first 19 day s of Janu ary was 
an u nofficial 2.5 degrees below zero, 
compared with a 30-y ear av erage of 
14.6 degrees abov e. 
The av erage m ean tem peratu re thu s 
far in 1970 has been 8 .3 degrees, com­ 
pared 
with 
an av erag e 
m ean 
for 
Janu ary ov er a M-y ear period of 24 
degrees. 
Tu esday ’s high of lero was the lowest 
y et recorded in the cold spell which 


has gripped the state since Christmas. 
It was the 16 th day since Dec, 25 
that the tem peratu re has fallen below 
zero. 
Only on two day s, Jan. 13 and 15 , 
has the tem peratu re risen abov e the 
freezing mark. 
According to the amou nt of heat 
needed so fai' this season by Lin- 
colnites, it has been 14.35 % colder than 
normal, Central Telephone and Utilities 
Corp. reported Tu esday . 
From the beginning of the heating

Brace’s ev id ence consists of 
f o s s i l i z e d 
bones, 
some 
“ hominid ” or near-hu man, and 
fashioned stone chips u sed by 


ancient man-like creatu res as 
tools. Some “ hominid ” bones 
are believ ed to be abou t fou r 
million y ears old . 
Reasoning from this ev id ence, 
Brace su ggested that man had 
his origins in Africa ov er a 
period of at least fou r million 


U.S. Protests Execution 
Of 2 American POWs 


Genev a (UPI) — The United 
States Tu esd ay protested the 
ex ecu tion 
of 
two 
American 
prisoners of war by Commu nist 
forces in Sou th Vietnam. 
The protest was contained in a 
note to the International Com­ 
mittee of the Red Cross, gu ar­ 
d ian of the Genev a conv entions 
inclu d ing the one protecting the 
rights of war prisoners. It asked 
the Red Cross to open an in­ 
v estigation into the incid ent. 
The note, hand ed to Marcel 
Nav ille, presid ent of the com­ 
mittee, 
by 
Frank 
Siev erts, 
special assistant for prisoner of 
w ar affairs to the U.S. u n­ 
d ersecretary of state, also asked 
the Red Cross to conv ey the U.S. 
protest to Commu nist forces. 
“The United States gov ern­ 
m ent ex presses its grav e con­ 
cern abou t the ex ecu tion by 
Commu nist 
forces 
in 
Sou th 
Vietnam 
of 
two 
American 
prisoners of war, Capt. Dav id 
Dev ers and Master Sgt. John H. 
O’Neill.” the note said . 


Dev ers, of Mou nt Holly , N.C., 
and O’Neill, of Prov id ence, R.I., 
were ex ecu ted near Hu e abou t 
45 d ay s after they were captu red 
in 19 6 6 , accord ing to information 
released by U.S. spokesmen in 
Saigon Satu rd ay . 
“Capt. Dev ers and S ^ . O’Neill 
were captu red by Viet Cong 
forces Au g. 13 , 19 6 6 ,” the note 
d eliv ered in Genev a said . “ 'They 
were su bseq u ently pu t on pu blic 
d isplay in sev eral v illages and 
then shot to d eath by their Viet 
Cong captors. 
“ Information abou t this grav e 
atrocity was not receiv ed by the 
U.S. gov ernment u ntil Dec. 24, 
19 6 9 ,” the note continu ed . 
“Villagers in the areas of the 
ex ecu tions confirmed that the 
two men had been ex ecu ted in 
front of the v illage chu rch and 
their bod ies bu ried . The bod ies 
of 
three 
Sou th 
Vietnamese 
sold iers 
also 
apparently 
ex ­ 
ecu ted were fou nd in the same 
grav e.”

IN PERSPECTIVE

An ex pert sho uld nev er ex pect to v isit a city witho ut finding 
so me disag reement. Thus, we are abo ut to take issue with 
Laurence Alex ander, do wnto wn planning specialist fro m New Yo rk 
who met this week with Linco ln civ ic and business leaders. 
Alex ander assig ned to parking in the do wnto wn area a seco n­ 
dary ro le and we canno t ag ree with this. We can think o f no 
circumstances in which parking is no t o f primary co nsideratio n, 
and that includes Linco ln at this particular mo ment. 
It is true that parking alo ne will no t attract the sho pper to 
do wnto wn and it is no do ubt true, as Alex ander also said, that lack 
o f parking has o ften been used as a scapeg o at fo r lo ss o f business 
to sho pping centers. An attractiv e retail area is essential if the 
do wnto wn area is to pro sper. 


But we do challeng e the statement by Alex ander that sho ppers 
will g o do wnto wn despite parking inco nv eniences and traffic co n­ 
g estio n so lo ng as sto res are attractiv e. We simply do no t believ e 
this and perso nally kno w o f co untless times when it has been 
'pro v en wro ng . 
Ample parking ^ill no t make a success o ut o f a bad o peratio n 
but a g o o d o peratio n can easily fail when it has neg lected to pro ­ 
v ide adequate parking . Yo u mig ht arg ue abo ut which co mes first, 
parking o r a g o o d o peratio n, but the latter wo n’t last lo ng witho ut 
the fo rmer. 
The issue is an impo rtant o ne because lack o f adequate park­ 
ing is pro bably the big g est do wnto wn pro blem in Linco ln at this 
lime. While plans fo r additio nal parking are being discussed, such 
discussio ns hav e g o ne o n befo re witho ut any results. 
If the same thing happens ag ain, a serio us pro blem will be left 
unso lv ed. There are o ther aspects o f do wnto wn Linco ln that need 
attentio n but a lo t o f pro g ress is being made in ev ery thing ex cept 
parking . 


The pro per utilizatio n o f land is so mething that takes time but 
dev elo pments in do wnto wn Linco ln hav e kept pretty g o o d pace 
with the eco no mic dictates o f the area. No real ey eso res hav e been 
left standing in the central co re o f the business district and so me 
majo r new co nstructio n has taken place. 
Indicatio ns are that this will co ntinue, what with pro perties 
here and there chang ing hands with the o bv io us ex pectatio n o f 
later dev elo pment. A recent ex ample o f this was the acquisitio n by 
the Co o per Fo undatio n o f pro perty adjo ining its Nebraska Theater 
at 12th and P. 
There are o ther P St. pro perties no w o wned by business in­ 
terests which currently are co ncentrated o n 0 St. All o f this sug ­ 
g ests that, when the time is rig ht, P St. will receiv e a dev elo pment 
which will thrust it into the limelig ht. 
Many o ther thing s wo rk to ward the impro v ement o f do wnto wn 
Linco ln. The Univ ersity o f Nebraska and state g o v ernment are 
majo r stimulato rs in the area, as are a number o f insurance co m­ 
panies. 


The 15th St. mall is a sig nificant co ntributio n to do wnto wn 
Linco ln and the mini-bus o peratio n is, so far, pro v ing to be a 
substantial asset. Generally speaking , do wnto wn merchants hav e 
do ne a g o o d jo b o f keeping their sto res mo dernized and they hav e 
lo ng been kno wn fo r their merchandising skills. 
There is ev ery reaso n to believ e that Linco ln will surv iv e the 
era o f the suburban sho pping center and that its do wnto wn will 
pro sper in the pro cess. But this will happen o nly if the parking 
situatio n is so lv ed. 
* 
That is the o ne thing that has no t been adquately handled to 
date. And it is o ne o f the to ug hest pro blems to deal with because o f 
the eco no mics inv o lv ed. Parking by itself is hard to make a pay ing 
pro po sitio n. 
Obv io usly , the times do no t allo w fo r any back-shding m any 
areas o f dev elo pment. It takes fo resig ht and imag inatio n fo r a city 
these day s to escape the rav ag es o f time and to capitalize upo n the 
o ppo rtunities o f a g ro wing and mo re so phisticated po pulatio n.

As the President’s cho ice was anno unced, 
there was no indicatio n o f any deep-seated 
resentment to ward Carswell fro m do ctrinaire 
liberal Demo crats who fo ug ht Hay nswo rth 
larg ely because o f the blo cking o f J ustice 
Fo rtas’ no minatio n as Chief J ustice. Mo derate 
Republicans who bro ke with the President o v er 
Hay nswo rth tentativ ely at least said they sup­ 
po rt and will v o te to co nfirm Carswell. 
The President’s cho ice to succeed Fo rtas, 
decided upo n finally last Saturday , was bo rn 
and educated in Geo rg ia. He was a U.S. at­ 
to rney and federal district judg e in Flo rida 
befo re being elev ated to the U.S. Fifth Circuit 
Co urt o f Appeals based in New Orleans last 
May . He has been tho ro ug hly checked o ut by 


Department o f J ustice inv estig ato rs as to his 
financial situatio n. It must be impeccable, 
o therwise the President wo uldn’t hav e cho sen 
him. He o wns his o wn ho me and so me timber 
land in Geo rg ia, g iv en him by his father and 
g randfather, but no sto cks and bo nds, which 
under present standards qualifies him fo r a 
seat o n the U.S. Supreme Co urt. 
Nix o n’s 
press 
secretary 
describes 
the 
justice-desig nate as a “ strict co nstructio nist” 
in his interpretatio n o f the Co nstitutio n and 
administratio n men say that this upho lds the 
President’s pro mise to resto re balance to the 
co urt. (Carswell, appealing ly , disclaims the 
label, say ing a judg e “ is neither pro no r co n. I 
want to appro ach the law fairly .” ) His reco rd 
o f o pinio ns in cases o f so cial impo rtance ap­ 
pears to be balanced, but it also sug g ests that 
the cause o f civ il rig hts wo uld adv ance mo re 
slo wly if the co urts were do minated by men o f 
the no minee’s persuasio n. 
So the President will g et what he wanted 
all alo ng —a Clement Hay nswo rth named G. 
Harro ld Carswell.

The feeling persists that current co nflicts 
o v er dress co des will o ccupy a v ery small place 
in the histo ry o f o ur affairs. Chadro n State 
Co lleg e is o ne o f the latest institutio ns to be hit 
with the matter. There is the threat o f co urt 
actio n ag ainst the scho o l o n behalf o f a number 
o f students who , repo rtedly , hav e been denied 
admissio n because o f their failure to co mply 
with the institutio n’s rules o n perso nal ap­ 
pearance and dress. 
We do ubt the co nflict will last because it 
inv o lv es such a relativ ely small number o f 
peo ple. The v ast majo rity o f peo ple co nstitute 
what is referred to as accepted standards o f 
so cial behav io r and appearance. The standards 
simply are what mo st peo ple do . 
Seco ndly , is it really so impo rtant that 
ev ery o ne co mply with a prescribed dress co de? 
Behav io r is o ne thing but ho w y o u dress and 


ho w y o u lo o k are so mething else. Yo u may no t 
like the lo o ks o f a fello w with lo ng hair but that 
is really his business, no t y o urs. 
In due time, he is likely to disco v er that his 
unique appearance is do ing him no g o o d. At 
that time, he can decide fo r himself whether to 
chang e o r to suffer the co nsequences o f his in­ 
dependence, an independence that do es him no 
real g o o d. 
To o , we make far to o much o f so me thing s 
in judg ing peo ple. Do es the fact that an in­ 
div idual appears different o r unusual really tell 
y o u much abo ut him? Is his being a no n-co n­ 
fo rmist in appearance a real o r an imag ined 
liability ? Certainly , the leng th o f o ne’s hair is a 
rather skimpy basis fo r judg ment. We wo nder 
if may be ev ery o ne just fo rg o t abo ut dress 
co des, if the pro blem wo uldn’t so lv e itself in 
pretty sho rt o rder. 


WASHINGTON — Fo llo wing 
are a few tips aimed at helping 
the American man readjust to 
so ciety white breaking o ne o f 
the mo st po werful habits o f all:

Africa Threatened With Problems Of Ghetto 


As Rising Unemployment Causes Urban Drift 


NAIROBI, Keny a — Arthur 
Icho y a is a 20-y ear-o ld Keny an, 
a Kikuy u, who has a certificate 
sho wing that he finished three 
y ears o f seco ndary scho o l. That 
is mo re educatio n than the v ast 
majo rity o f his 
co untry men 
hav e had. 
Since he left scho o l, 
two 
y ears ag o , he has been lo o king 
fo r a jo b. He 
ex pects 
the 
dig nity o f white-co llar wo rk, 
perhaps in a to urist o ffice o r a 
bank, but he has fo und that 
there 
are 
many 
mo re 
ap­ 
plicants fo r tho se jo bs than 
v acancies — and a lo t o f the 
o thers are better in Eng lish. 
He is sure he co uld g et a jo b 
as a bo o kkeeper if he went to a 
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co mmercial class fo r a y ear; 
but tuitio n wo uld be 1,000 shill­ 
ing s ($14 0), mo re than the per 
capita annual inco me in Keny a. 
His family has already put him 
thro ug h scho o l and suppo rted 
him in a shack in Nairo bi fo r 
two y ears, and it canno t affo rd 
mo re.

As ev ery where in the wo rld, 
fewer peo ple turn o ut mo re and 
mo re ag ricultural pro ductio n. 
Tho se no t needed fo r farming 
are g radually slipping to ward 
the cities, drawn by hig her 
wag es and g lamo r, their ho pes 
aro used by educatio n. But the

A man 
may be happy eno ug h g etting 
alo ng o n a meag er diet when 
he is liv ing in a traditio nal 
way , as part o f an ex tended 
family , in a peasant culture. 
But take him fro m that culture, 
put him where he can see 
riches, g iv e him no thing to do , 
and dang ero us frustratio n will 
almo st surely fo llo w. 
In the g o o d residential sec­ 
tio ns o f Nairo bi and Kampala, 
g uards patro l the ho uses at 
nig ht. Nearly ev ery day there is 
a sto ry in the paper abo ut an 
armed g ang raiding so me sho p 
o r ho me. 
Ro bert Gardiner, head o f the 
United Natio ns E c o n o m i c 
Co mmissio n fo r Africa, said 
recently that until no w scho o l- 
leav ers in Africa and o thers 
who mo v ed into cities had quite 
readily fo und jo bs. But that 
situatio n, he said, “ is chang ing 
radically .” He added: “ I dread 
the co nsequences o f who lesale 
unemplo y ment.” 
Many autho rities, wo rried by 
the so cial pro spects, wo uld like 
to 
sto p 
the 
pro cess 
o f 
urbanizatio n. But it is almo st 
impo ssible to see ho w that can 
be do ne witho ut rig o ro us plan­ 
ning co ntro ls that few co untries 
are willing o r able to un­ 
dertake.

Urban Planner Says Effort Needed 
Now To Revitalize Downtown Area

A major effort toward a com­ 
prehensive 
revitalization 
of 
Lincoln’s downtown 
area 
is 
needed now, a prominent urban 
planner from New York said 
here Tuesday. 
Laurence Alexander, presi­ 
dent of A l e x a n d e r and 
Moskowitz, Inc., said that the 
problems of 
the 
downtown 
should be attacked on a large- 
scale approach if the downtown 
is to be preserved as a strong 
center. 
Alexander said this approach 
conisists of a plan representing a 
united effort to attack the pro­ 
blems of the entire^ downtown or 
of a large area. 
Not Hard Hit 
planner said that Lin- 
colrt^ core has not been hard hit 
with the 
types 
of 
severe 
deterioration that now confront 
the downtown a r e a s of other 
citiey. 


Lincoln has an “opportunity to 
do things now before the really 
serious problems happen,’’ he 
said. 
Alexander said he was pleased 
to see such downtown p'ojects 
as the 15th St. mall, Rampark 
Lane and potential expanded 
parking. 
“ But it seems to me that so 
far you have been approaching 
things on an individual basis — 
such as working on an individual 
building, an individual block and 
an individual alley.’’ 
Complete Change 
He said a major scale ap­ 
proach could consist of taking 
two or three blocks and com­ 
pletely redesigning them to in­ 
clude 
new 
buildings, 
alley 
treatment, plantings, a location 
for bus stops and adjacent 
parking and possibly a mall. 
“ This thinking could then be 
extended 
to the 
whol e 
downtown,” Alexander said.

should be designed so that a 
shopper’s trip downtown will be 
as desirable as possible.

of this design. A three part leg 
led to a column support for a 
round table top. 
It was the top that is so 
unusual. It was scalloped or 
carv ed with round spaces that 
were just the right size for 
either a plate or a saucer.

around the top. Carv ing was 
sometimes added in the center 
of the top. 
Some of these tea tables are 
called “ scalloped.” The ones 
with full circle depressions are 
called “ plate top” or “ dish 
top” tables. Many of these 
unusual tables were plain when 
they were first made. They 
were glorified with ex tra carv ­ 
ings at a later date. 


A reader claims to know the 
story of how the old tin tobacco 
tags were dev eloped. Thomas 
Hampton and his brothers had 
a tobacco shop in Newburg, 
Ind. during the late 19th cen­ 
tury . They made smoking and 
twist tobacco. 
The tobacco 
was 
marked 
with paper tags that were held 
by a tack. A boy stepped on one 
of the tags, stuck his foot with 
the tack. He sued the company . 
Mr. Hampton dev eloped the 
metal tag that was bent and 
twisted to av oid another such 
accident. Other tobacco shops 
soon used the same ty pe of 
tag.

Boudreau, who was bowling in 
Dalton, ni., Monday night when 
a call came notifying him of his 
selection, flew to New York 
early Tuesday morning to be on 
hand personally when Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn an­ 
nounced his election. 
“ I ’ve waited 12 years for 
this,” Boudreau a d m i t t e d , 
referring to the fact he has been 
eligible that long. “ It’s a dream.

Omaha (;¥) — A key lead in 
opening an investigation of a 
national sports gambling opera­ 
tion was furnished by J. Robert 
Mulligan, 43, a former Omaha 
banker, the Omaha World-Her- 
ald reported Tuesday.

—FOUR CITIES MAY BE ADDED— 
NBA Expansion Is Cleared 
By 12-2 Vote Of Owners 


Philadelphia (Æ) — The National Basket­ 
ball Association owners voted Tuesday to 
expand, possibly into four cities, for the 
1970-71 season. 
A league spokesman said the owners 
would reconvene at a special meeting within 
the next two weeks to announce the details 
of their expansion decision. New franchise 
applicants are Buffalo, Cleveland, Houston 
and Portland, Ore. 
Carl Scheer, NBA administrative assis­ 
tant to commissioner Walter Kennedy, made 
the announcement after a two-session meeting 
Tuesday of the 14 club owners. 
Scheer spoke for Kennedy, who is suffer­ 
ing from laryngitis. Scheer quoted the owners 
as saying there is a good chance the NBA 
will move into four cities next year, boosting 
the league to 18 teams. 
Scheer said the expansion committee 
which was appointed Monday night to replace 
an old committee, held a series of meetings 
“ starting last night into the early morning 
hours and resuming Tuesday. 
“ The committee is still meeting with ap­ 
plicants and will continue into the early 
evening,” Scheer said. 
He added, however, that there would be 
no specific announcement on the expansion 
details here. 
He said the affirmative vote for ex­ 
pansion was 12-2. It takes 11 of the 14 owner 
votes to approve. New York and Philadelphia 
were believed to be the last holdouts, 
although Scheer refused to identify the two 
negative votes. 
Scheer said the expansion committee is 
discussing with the four cities involved the 
terms and conditions for their adminission 
to the league. This would include a deposit 
on the 13 million cost of an NBA franchise. 
He said each application would have to 
be thoroughly investigated. 
Realignment of the league’s two divisions, 
including the expansion teams, also was being 
discussed. 


“ It is conceivable,” Scheer said, “ that 
none of the applicants could meet the condi­ 
tions but hopefully we can expand in the 
next several weeks.” 
The last NBA expansion was two years 
ago when Phoenix and Milwaukee were ad­ 
mitted. Prior to that, San Diego and Seattle 
joined the league. 
The expansion move came on the heels 
of Monday’s rejection by the NBA of a re­ 
quest of the ABA for merger talks. The 
NBA said it would not sit down with the 
three-year-old ABA until certain premerger 
negotiation conditions were agreed to in 
writing by the junior league. 
Those who favored expansion muscled 
the move through by dismissing one ex­ 
pansion committee Monday and appointing 
a new committee. 
The new expansion committee apparently 
convinced enough of the holdouts against 
increasing the league to get the 11 votes 
necessary for passage. 
it was Kennedy, who Monday said the 
owners categorically turned down the ABA 
merger talk request, made in telegrams to 
the NBA commissioner and each of the NBA 
owners. The telegrams were sent by Jack 
Dolph, ABA commissioner. 
Kennedy said the ABA knows what con­ 
ditions have to be met for the NBA even 
to explore merger talks. The conditions are 
believed to include withdrawal of an antitrust 
suit against the NBA and some agreement 
over the ABA’s so-called invasion of the 
territory of the NBA’s Baltimore franchise 
by the younger league’s Washington team. 
The Oakland, Calif., team of the ABA was 
switched to Washington. 
“ I want everything (ABA concessions) 
in writing before we sit down,” Kennedy 
said. “ I don’t want telephone conversations 
that change when we sit down. That’s what 
broke up the last talks.” 
The league’s discussed the merger last 
summer, but the negotiations collapsed.

Marciano, bloodied from cuts 
over eyes and his nose and 
knocked down himself in the 
eighth round, came back with a 
devastating rush to even the 
simulated match in the 11th 
before putting away his man. 
The two unbeaten 
former 
heavyweight champions filmed 
75 one-minute s e q u e n c e s , 
covering a variety of actual 
fight situations, in a Miami, 
Fla., studio. The mini-rounds 
were woven into a film produc­ 
tion purportedly seen for the 
first and last time by theater, 
arena and hotel audiences in the 


various cities. 
But the outcome was decided 
by a National Cash Register 315 
Computer on the basis of pro­ 
grammed information concern­ 
ing the fighters actual careers. 
The film was assembled in 
relation to the computer’s fin­ 
dings. 
Seven endings were similated 
— victory by knockout for each 
fighter, victory by decision for

and 
a 
draw. 
The 
filmwatchers saw only one. 
Marciano, who reportedly lost

The $90,000-a-year former star 
of the St. Louis Cardinals, trad­ 
ed

Philadelphia Phillies, is asking 
the major leagues to show cause 
why he should not be permitted 
to negotiate as a free agent. 
He 
contends 
the 
reserve 
clause, which twice has been 
upheld in the Supreme Court, 
puts a player in “ a state of in­ 
voluntary 
servitude.” 
T h e 
reserve clause binds a player to 
the club which owns him for life 
or until sold, traded or released. 
The baseball hierarchy con­ 
tends that erasure of the reserve 
clause would kill the game. 
“ The wealthier clubs could 


sig n unbeaten teams of all stars, 
totally destroying league com­ 
petition,” the presidents of the 
two major leagues — Joe Cronin 
of the American League and 
Charles “ Chub” Feeney of the 
National League — said in a 
joint statement last Saturday. 
They are co-defendants in the 
suit with Bowie Kuhn, com­ 
missioner of baseball, and the 24 
major league clubs. 
Kuhn has declined comment 
but a spokesman for baseball,

performance in d i f f e r e n t 
markets and its findings confirm 
this column’s view that the 
absence of premium for selling 
expenses is decisive only when 
other factors, including skill in 
investment management, are 
equal. Thus ranking of funds in 
good and bad markets shows 
some “ load” funds and some 
“ no-load” funds among the 
ftUdlar performers, on the one 
hpnd, and among the weakest 
Informers, on the other. 
•Accordingly the i n v e s t o r 
should be selective and should 
study the performance of funds 
under consideration in various 
markets. At best, such “ finan­ 
cial supervision of investments 
by 
professionals, 
should be 
regarded 
as 
long-term 
in­ 
vestments, not as vehicles for 
trading. 
Entitled to Saving 
It exploits public ignorance to 
get overlv emotional about the 
“ load.” The salesman who rings 
doorbells and converts wasters 
into .savers is worthy of his hire. 
But a self-motivated investor 
who seeks out the sponsor of a 
“ no-load” fund and bup it on a 
cash-and- carry basis, is entitled 
to a saving. 
, . 
Some “load” funds have been 
so well managed that in due 
course the “ load” has been 
overcome. Similarly, the “load” 
on a life insurance contract 
takes most of the first year’s 
premium. Contracts can be 
bought cheaper on a “ no4oad” 
basis by the buyer who asks for 
insurance at savings banks in 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
New York. Nevertheless, the 
competent life i n s u r a n c e 
salesman, who develops an 
estate plan for clients, renders a 
service. 
“Fundscope” 
analyzed 
380 
major mutual funds of which 71 
are “ no-load” companies. It 
pointed out that there was no 
correlation between the load 
factor and performance.
